The Rev. Dr. James ir. Cloud, of 
St. Louis, always plausible, logical, 
sincere, consistent and public-spirit- 
ed, has two communications in this 
issue of the Journal that should 
be read carefully and thoughtfully. 
In one of them he points oat the 
fact that the National Association 
of the Deaf, at its convention in 
Cleveland, adopted a specified 
course of action that should reach 
its culmination dn the 10th of I >• 
somber of each succeeding year, to- 
wards the end that the Endowment 
Fund of the Association should re- 
ceive attention from the deaf public 
and money contributions from them. 
The Association rightly regards 
money as the " sinews of war," if 
not the promoter of influence, con- 
fidence and strength. To this the 
Journal editor says Amen. But 
to make exclusive claims for right 
of way of the National Association, 
suggests a singleness of purpose that 
isasnn-American and iin progressive 
as the singleness of educational me- 
thod that the association has always 
opposed and protested against. Let 
us have breadth. The Belgian deaf 
are starving for want of food ; they 
are freezing for want of seasonable 
clothing. Please do not forget that. 
Send in yonr mite to help these 
war stricken sufferers across theses. 
In the other letter Rev. Dr. Cloud 
deprecates making the deaf suffer- 
ers by the war objects of sp 
charity. While, on its face, such 
may seem rather narrow in the 
deaf; when one stop* to con 
that they are less able to secure of- 
ficial attention, or to give voice to 
their needs, than are the normally 
endowed, it is quite right and pro 
per for their brethren in peaceful 
elimes to extend the helping hand. 
It does not prevent these brethren, 
in a land of peace and freedom, 
from contributing to general funds 
that are promoted and managed 
by the Red Cross Society and - 
organizations. It has not pre 
ed many fr 'ing, for they 

have already done so. But the 
greatest difficulty will be found in 
properly and efficiently distributing 
the money and other material aid 
to ail who. are in need of it. A 
special fond sent directly to Mile. 
yvonne Pitrois will be more certain 
to reach the deaf sufferers, for she 
is searching them out by systematic 
methods, with facilities and advan- 
tages tbat a great central relief 
agency can ,r share. 

This is no t .alt and ponder 

upon the ethics of correct giving. 
The sympathetic heart and < 
parse is correct enough under the 
heartrending conditions of the deaf 
which we are asked to alleviate.

A Jot;bnal correspondent recent- 
ly suggested that Gallaudet Day— 
December 10th — be observed as a day 
of giving by the deaf of America 
towards the relief of the deaf of 
France. 

Effort to relieve distress always 
deserves the highest commendation. 
It should not be put off until a certain 
date, nor should it cease until the 
necessity for relief itself has ceased 
to exist. 

But has not the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, by an unanimous 
vote in convention aasembled, speci 
fically designated that " December 
10th, or a date as near thereto as 
may be more convenient, each* year 
be set aside as a date upon which 
the deaf in different localities should, 
by such means as they saw fit, raise 
money for the Endowment Fund:"" 
(Cleveland Convention Proceedings, 
page' 

If a certain date is needed for ex- 
tending the relief suggested, could 
not an earlier date, in view of the 
pressing need of help abroad, or a 
somewhat later date, serve the pur- 
pose equally well, leaving December 
roth free for a general, united and 
extraordinary effort on the part of 
loyal N. A. D. members to add to 
the Endowment Fun 

It does not appear that existing 
conditions warrant the observance of 
Gallaudet Day in a manner altoge- 
ther different from that recommended 
by the N. A. D. Nor does it appear 
tbat any recent appeal for donations 
to the Endowment Fund, on "De- 
cember 10th, etc.," has been made. 

An Endowment Fund of large 
proportions for the immediate use 
of the N. A. D. is one of the great- 
est needs of the Association, if 
those officially charged with the 
duty of keeping the matter agitated, 
and gathering in the mites, fail to 
make the most of opportune times 
and seasons, it is hardly to be expect- 
ed that others will do it without 
suggestion from them.

The score tells its own tale; the 
tale of a masterly uphill battle 
against well-nigh overwhelming 
odds, by the wearers of the Iin fT 
and Blae; a tale of dogged aggres- 
siveness, and a living, breathing 
example of the gainencss, and " ne- 
ver say die" spirit, which Gallaudet 
invariably infuses into the contest 
with a rival. 

The game, which came off on the 
Hill-top, Georgetown's borne grid- 
iron, on Turkey Day, was from 
start to finish a battle which would 
put the French and Germans to 
shame.

The recently published appeal of 
Miss Pitrois, of France, to the deaf of 
America, for help for the deaf of 
France and Belgium, and the spirit 
in which it has been met are most 
commendable, but I doubt if relief 
extended along the lines proposed 
by Journal correspondents will be 
the most feasible or effective. 

In places of general and wide- 
spread disaster from such causes as 
fire, flood, earthquake, pestilence, 
famine and war, the deaf resident in 
the afflicted districts suffer in com- 
mon with their hearing neighbors. 
Relief sent to the stricken people is 
shared in alike by all.' To single 
out the deaf as objects of special 
relief, under such circumstance, does 
not strike me as being either desir- 
able or practicable. 

At the present time, relief agencies 
for helping the unfortunates of 
Europe exist in every considerable 
community not affected by the war. 
The maximum of relief at the mini- 
mum of cost, is being dispatched 
through responsible channels, and 
distributed by authorized persons 
in proper localities, with due consi- 
deration for the needs of the alllictcd 
and of available supplies. Instead 
of flocking by themselves in an 
effort to aid the afflicted deaf of 
Europe, a better plan, it seems to 
me, would be for the American deaf 
to contribute to the relief agencies, 
nearest their own homes, and there- 
by help swell the amount being 
sent abroad, in which the 
according to their needs, will share 
the same as the hearing. 

If the names of deaf citizens and 
organizations in St. I,ouis do not 
appear in the acknowledgment 
column of the Journal, it will not be 
owing to any lack of sympathy with 
the worthy cause, but because a 
different, and seemingly a more 
equitable and effective method of 
extending help has been adopted. 
The Woman's Guild St. Thomas 
Mission and the Gallaudet Union 
have contributed through local 
agencies, and any future assistance 
from St. I,ouis will probably be ex- 
tended along similar lines.

Siuc« legislation stepped into 
control in England and Scotland 
at progress had been made in 
those countries, and a general all- 
round improvement was observable 
io the desired direction. If the 
State would extend their legislation 
to Ireland and give financial assist- 
ance there is no doubt that a con 
siderable improvement, would 
effected in this country also. Dr 
Addison, who was sent to Am< 
by I ley Commission to study 

the methods of training the deaf 
adopted there, said thb United 
ihis matter was rather in 
of these countries, inas- 
much as there every State had its 
school where lb« deaf and dumb can 
get not only education, but free 
maintenance till they are twenty- 
one years of age. Each pupil la 
taught a trade, and when they leave 
the schools each one of them is a 
d workmen. In addition to 
this the United Stales has a college 
at Washington for the higher edu- 
cation of those pupils of the 
schools whose proficiency and pro- 
llcate that it would be advis- 
able to send them there for a more 
elaborate training. This College 
supported and well endowed by the 
United Stati tl Government.

We hope that in expressing quite 
recently in these columns our sense 
of the duty which is laid upon 
teachers to keep themselves always 
pbsioallj fit, we did not give the 
impression that we think a teacher's 
life ought to be all " duty," " Stem 
Danghter of the Voice of God." 

Rather we think that the ideal 
teacher, if an attractive woman, 
who not only would "gladly lerne 
and teche," but would gladly dine 
and dance and go to the " movies," 
who is at home wilh the canoe 
paddle and the tennis racket, who 
has a weakness for dainty shoes and 
sheer linen band kei chiefs. And 
that rare specimen of an almost 
exti.ict race — the male teacher, is to 
our notion, ail the better for being 
a bit of a baseball "fan" — vastly 
the better if, in addition to his di- 
ploma he cheiishes a f w prizes won 
in school and college athletics. If 
he is a good shot and a wily fisher 
man, it is all to the good. For why ? 

We do not conceive of a teacher 

as a stiff, formal befog, mechanic- 
ally imparting bits of knowledge to 

his pupils — rather as a well-round- 
ed, wholesome, active personality 
of the pupils, stimulating, inspiring, 
guiding, and without I he intention 
or consciousness, perhaps on the 
part of either, serving as a model in 
character and manner for those 
whom he instructs. 

Everything, then, that forms a 
part of a sound, normal life, helps 
to make a grod teacher. Ami the 
part that recreation plays in making 
a sound, not ma! personality, is by 
no means a small one. 

Not forgetting — that the work is 
the end; relaxation and sport and 
culture, physical and mental, are 
only means — Weston Jenkins, in 
Alaljama Messenger.
